Kertor’s Letter 


November 8, 1930. 


To ALL MEMBERS, FORMER MEMBERS AND FRIENDS 


OF THE CHURCH OF THE ÍNCARNATION : 


On the evening of November 29, 1855, a group of earnest 
people, with far-reaching vision, met in a private house near Thir- 
teenth and Jefferson Streets and adopted Articles of Association to 
form the Church of the Holy Apostles, which name was, in 1859, 
changed to the Church of the Incarnation. 


"The first services were held in a hall at the northwest corner of 
Thirteenth Street and Girard Avenue, and soon afterward the pres- 
ent site was purchased. At this time Broad Street was surrounded 
by vacant lots, few houses had been built north of Poplar Street, 
and just beyond was the open country with farms. 


The corner-stone of the Chapel was laid on the afternoon of 
Wednesday, December 15, 1858. The services were conducted by 
the Rt. Rev. Samuel Bowman, D.D., assisted by the Rev. W. H. 
Odenheimer, D.D., and the Rev. Alfred Louderback Rain fell in 
torrents and the congregation present numbered scarcely one hun- 
dred persons. The Chapel was completed and the first service held 
early in September, 1859. 


It will be noted that three rectors served the parish in the early 
days of its development, assisted by Rev. Dr. Van Pelt and other 
clergymen who came to the aid of the struggling church.

'Then a great event happened—the Rev. Joseph D. Newlin was 
called to the rectorship. His first service was held in the Chapel 
on Trinity Sunday, June 3, 1860, and it was due to Dr. Newlin's 
efforts, and above all to his gifts and graces, personal influence, 
and saintly character, that this feeble beginning developed into a 
great parish. There are still a number of people in the diocese and 
in this parish who remember Dr. Newlin, and who value the mem- 
ory of his life and ministry as a treasure laid up in heaven. 


By 1864 it was felt that the time had come to erect a church 
where the growing congregation could properly worship and carry 
forward the work. 


Frequent meetings were held and the most earnest efforts made 
to collect money for the projected work. It was not until the 
spring of 1866 that the Vestry felt warranted in beginning their 
structure, and having employed Mr. J. F. Miller, of New York, as 
architect, a plan for the building was decided on and excavations 
begun. On June 28, 1866, the corner-stone of the Church was laid, 
a preliminary service having been held at 5 P. M. in the Chapel, at 
which the Rev. George Emlen Hare, D.D., the Rev. M. A. 
DeWolfe Howe, D.D., and the Rev. Henry J. Morton, D.D., de- 
livered addresses. At the laying of the corner-stone, the Rev. Dr. 
Morton, then the President of the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese, officiated in the absence of the Bishop, who was in 
Europe. 


In the fall of 1866 the Vestry changed their architect, and Mr. 
James H. Windrim was selected to complete the structure, and for 
four long years the struggle went on. At one time work ceased 
entirely, but those in charge never lost sight of the end determined 
upon, and as a result of their patient and unceasing efforts, on 
Christmas Day, Sunday, 1870, the first service was held in the new 
Church. In the morning Bishop Stevens preached the sermon. 


On June 9, 1875, a new organ was placed in the Church and 


on June 6, 1882. a vested choir of men and boys sang for the first. 


time. This, we believe, was the second boy choir in Philadelphia

In the spring of 1883, the Parish met with a most serious: loss 
in the death of Mr. George Williams, which occurred March 19th, 
and early in the succeeding year his widow announced her inten- 
tion of completing the Church by the erection of a steeple, as a 
memorial to her deceased husband. This work, of which Mr. James 
H. Windrim was the architect, was completed in December, 1885, 
and is universally pronounced one of the finest specimens of its 
kind in Philadelphia. 


On Trinity Sunday, May 31, 1885, the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the Rector's connection with the Parish attracted large congre- 
gations to the Church. On this day an eagle lecturn of brass, de- 
signed as a memorial of the event, was used for the first time. 


'The Parish continued to grow, and became more and more 
widely known, its consecrated members by word and deed spread- 
ing abroad the Kingdom of Christ. No one can begin to estimate 
the vast good that has been accomplished year after year in the 
public worship of the Church, and in her ministrations, which have 
been gladly given to rich and poor, to those in sorrow and in joy. 


To meet the growing demands of the various parochial organ- 
izations, a Parish Building was completed and occupied in Decem- 
ber, 1894, the money for this purpose being largely contributed by 
the Sunday School, supplemented by the congregation. To mark 
this event, a reception was tendered to the parishioners early in the 


year 1895. 


The next work to be accomplished was the payment of the 
parish debt. Committees were appointed and personal solicitations 
made for the raising of funds. These earnest efforts were at last 
crowned with success, and early in the spring of 1898 all indebted- 
ness was paid off. The prayers and hopes of all these years were 
now to be fulfilled in the consecration of the Church, which oc- 
curred on the first Sunday after Easter, April 17, 1898, the Rt. 
Rev. Ozi W. Whitaker, D.D., Bishop of Pennsylvania, officiating.

When Dr. Newlin resigned after serving the parish forty: three 
years the present rector was chosen as his successor and has served 
the parish for twenty-seven years. During the period the new 
organ was installed as a memorial to Dr. Newlin, the aisles were 
tiled, the chancel floor laid in marble, the parish house enlarged, 
and many memorials given, including the beautiful windows. 


It may be noted that Dr. Newlin's rectorship and mine extend 
over a period of 70 years—rather an unusual record in these days 
of change, and that from this parish ten men have entered the 
sacred ministry of our Church, while St. Simeon's Church and the 
Church of the Advocate are direct outgrowths of this parish 


It will not be out of place to mention some statistics covering 
the past 27 years:

It is impossible to give exact figures, but after careful examina- 
tion of the records, I find that the total receipts have been approxi- 
mately $400,000.00. Of this amount, $40,000.00 has been spent 
on improvements and additions to our property and $75,000.00 has 
been given away for missions and charities. The balance has been 
spent for maintenance. This does not include the endowment fund, 
which, during the past fifteen years, has been built up from 
$2,500.00 to $110,000.00, during a period of great discouragement 
and in the face of constant removals and decreasing membership. 
The greatest gift for the endowment was on Thanksgiving Day, 
1920, when our late friend and warden of the parish, Mr. James 
E. Mitchell, handed me $50,000.00 for this object. This was in 
addition to the gift of the magnificent chancel window in loving 
memory of Mrs. Mitchell.

It may be also noted that from members of this parish over 
$300,000 has been given for the endowment funds of the Episcopal 
Hospital. 


This parish is now face to face with far-reaching changes. 
Many of our members have moved away, while thousands of 
people of alien races are at our very doors. The future depends 
upon the increase in the endowment fund, and the loyal interest 
and generosity of everyone in any way connected with this church. 


It is felt that the commemoration of these seventy-five years is 
an event worthy of the interest and participation of every member 
and former member. I cordially invite you to join in this celebra- 
tion. A reply card is enclosed for the supper and reunion, and a 
prompt answer is requested. 


Also I shall be glad to know of anyone who wishes to be Con- 
firmed on this historic occasion ; and I particularly request that we 
shall have a large parish Communion when the Bishop is with us 
on Advent Sunday. 


The history of every parish can only be measured by spiritual 
values, and this anniversary is a call to consecrate our lives in 


loving service to Christ and His Church.
